For overall and by pillar, total percentage of metrics disclosed is 
provided. 


For specific metrics, additional disclosure and outcome data is provided 


Calculating Disclosure Percentages 


You will need to calculate disclosure percentages for your company at the overall and 
pillar (Governance, Planet, People, Prosperity) levels. 


For each disclosure metrics assign a value of 1 for “Yes” responses, 0.5 for “Partially” 
responses, and 0 of “No” responses. 


For the Governance (18 metrics), Planet (19 metrics), and People (18 metrics) pillars, sum 
the value of each disclosure response in that pillar and divide by the total number of 
disclosure metrics for that pillar. 


For the Prosperity pillar, sum the value of each disclosure response add 10 and then 
divide by 18* 


For the overall disclosure percentage, sum the percentages calculated for the 4 pillars 
and divide by 4. 


*The different approach for the prosperity pillar is due to the large number financial metrics that companies are required to report due to SEC 
regulation. l.e., all companies report on these metrics.
